FM FINALLY MAKES IT 
Well, maybe tv will go all UHF,but FH seems ‘to be here to stay according 
to an article in the Nov. issue of Radio Electronics magazine. Most of 
the AIPA members have probably seen thé article,but I will list some of 
key ideas.” , vee 

FM was officially dead about four years ago. The ragiid rise of television 
was responsible for decline of FMstations and receivers. However,the boom in 
recent years in FM has been explained by the high-fidelity conscious people. 
The rapid rise has seen some cities with 28 FM outlets. The FCC stated that if 
the applications keep coning in at the preéent rafte,there will be no more app- 
lications to fill in cities of a million by the end of 1960. 

About 2 million receivers were sold this year for FM ,with the most being 
sold as part of a package with stereo. The year of 1961 promises to be an even 
bigger year for FM receiver sales. The thirty dollar FM receiver has made the 
-scene and will soon be a must for the "average" household. 

As added pfoof of the FM boom,cars are now being equiped with FM receivers, 
some FM only. Blaupunkt,a German design FM is now in use by some of the past re- 
ports to this colunn. 

The article cohcludes that FM will never pass up AM,but the gap is slow- 
ly narrowing. As far as this writer is concerned it has passed up AM. I happem 
to be a great music lover and I find the FM band to be a heaven for good mueic. 
We all realize that the fidelity of AM can be heard only to about 5000 eps, 
while FM fadelity can be realized to about 12,606 cps.

TECHNICAL DATA 
This section of tech data will probably heave to be shortened due to space. — 
The 72 ohm type line is used mainly for extremely noisy areas. The actual 
loss per foor ratio is about the same as good grade 300 ohm line. A special 
shielding over the 72 ohm line make@ it diffichlt to-Rave car ignition,static 
from appliances etc.to be picked up. RG 59-U line is “fhe idae& line for 
such noisy areas. When a line in excess of one-hundred feet is used,RG#11 -U 
is recommended. Since most’ tv antennne rzre 300 chms a balun network must be 
employed when 72 ohm line is installed. The balun in merely a transformer’ 
with a turns ratio of 2 to 1 to step up of down an igpedance four times the 
other. This can easily be seen by simple circuit angiysis of transformers. 
The balus can.be purchased from most wholesale housed. A unit must be ‘en 
ployed at the antennae terminals and again at the réceiver Tape if the re=~ 
ceiver does not have a 72 ohm terminal.
